praised the move, 

“The Council, I think, really 
tried to hit a good compromise, 
in keeping parking as close as 
possible and keeping as much as 
possible but also accommodat- 
ing the rapid bus system that will 
hopefully also provide new busi- 


ness to (nearby) businesses,” said 
Chaney. 

Several months ago, AC Tran- 
sit requested the bus stop be 
moved as part of a $13 million 
effort to create a “rapid” bus ser- 
vice along San Pablo Avenue 
from Oakland to Richmond. 

The City Council agreed Dec. 
2 to move the stop south, from 
in front of the Ivy Room, to the 
900 block of San Pablo Avenue, 
in front of the Subway sandwich 
shop. 

Some merchants and the Al- 
bany Chamber of Commerce ar- 


gued the move would hurt busi- 
ness. ‘ 
“This is just another blow to 
merchants on San Pablo Av- 
enue,” said James Carter, execu- 
tive director of the chamber. 
Businesses on San Pablo are al- 
ready being hurt by the revived 
El Cerrito Plaza and the reces- 
sion, he said. In addition, he said, 
the new stop is at a dangerous 
intersection. 

The Chamber proposed mov- 
ing the southbound stop 400 feet 
north instead, to a spot about a 
90-second walk away near Bey- 


erages & More. Carter said the 
bus could still control the traffic 
lights, and the proximity of a 
crosswalk made that location 
safer. 

That proposal left Jon 
Twichell, AC Transit’s trans- 
portation planning manager, 
scratching his head. 

“It seems to me, if you’re a 
business in the area, you want to 
encourage them (buses), not try 
to get rid of them by moving 
them a block away,” said 
Twichell. “They (businesses) 
seem more concerned about 


parking than pedestrians and the 
people who live in the immedi- 
ate vicinity.” 

Carter explained that, based 
on his own observations, he did- 
n't believe that 800 people use 
the bus lines at the corner of San 
Pablo and Solano avenues. Most 
of the people using the buses are 
commuters or are transferring 
and wouldn’t patronize busi- 
nesses there, he said, 

The council listened to both 
sides during two meetings, and

Waterfront site 
may become city’s 
ballfield of dreams

BERKELEY — A 16-acre piece 
of land at Golden Gate Fields 
nearing purchase by the East Bay 
Regional Park District could one 
day be transformed into grassy 
ball fields. , 

The site, a parking lot now 
used to park horse trailers and 
store bales of hay, sits between 
the waterfront and Interstate 80 
at Gilman Street and West 
Frontage Road at the south end 
of Golden Gate Fields. 

Magna Entertainment Corp., 
the owner of Golden Gate Fields, 
was going to use the Jand as part 
of a giant commercial develop- 
ment it has proposed for Berke- 
ley and Albany. 


It decided instead to sell the 
land to East Bay Regional Park 
District for $8.5 million. The park 
district will pay for the land with 
funds allocated under the park 
land acquisition bond measure 
known as AA, 

The purchase agreement will 
be finalized in six to 12 months. 
Under the agreement, Magna, 
would pay up to $100,000 to 
study and clean up the area of 
any possible toxic substances. 

“It’s as close to a done deal as 
you can get,” said Larry Tong, an 
interagency planning manger 
with the East Bay Regional Park 
District, “But, having said that, 
the property owners need to do

City will look into 
campaign mailers

EL CERRITO — The City 
Council will soon discuss issues 
surrounding the recent election, 
newly appointed mayor Mark 
Friedman announced at this 
week’s council meeting. 

The council is scheduled to 
discuss at its Dec. 16 meeting 
whether three campaign mailers 
sent in opposition to Kathy Perka 
violated city or state law. 

“Tf (the mailers) violated city 
ordinances, we should have a full 
and open discussion about that,” 
Friedman said after the Dec. 2 
council meeting. “Frankly I don’t 
think anything should be swept 


under the rug.” 

Some residents and Council- 
woman Gina Brusatori have 
urged the council to take up the 
matter of the mailers, which were 
were in part funded by two de- 
velopers, Charlie Oewel and Se- 
curity Owners Corporation. They 
want to build, respectively, a 
mixed-use project near the Del 
Norte BART station and a 14- 
home development. They do- 
nated a total of $13,000. Other 
companies, including a labor 
union, also contributed to the 
mailers. 

Some residents have called

Three bond measures passed, and Robert Good will become a 
member of the city council again, according to final election results 
published by the Alameda County Registrar of Voters. 

Measure G, an emergency medical services tax increase, barely 
passed with 67.1 percent of the vote, Good, a former city council- 
man, received 29 percent of the vote, edging out Farid Javandel, 
who received 27.8 percent, for a second term on the City Council. 
Incumbent Allan Maris was re-elected with 42.8 percent of the vote. 

Good will be sworn in Monday at 7 p.m. at the Albany Council 
Chambers, 1000 San Pablo Ave., along with newly elected Albany 
School Board members Michael Barnes, David Farrell, Miriam 
Walden and Sherri Moradi. 

Measure F, a $14.5 million bond measure that would pay for im- 
provements in the city’s infrastructure, and Measure H, an increase 
in the property transfer tax, both passed easily with 69.4 percent 
and 58.2 percent of the vote, respectively. Measure F and G needed 
two-third majorities to pass, while Measure H needed just a sim- 
ple majority.

Well Fargo funds school violence tipline

Wells Fargo Bank recently 
granted $10,000 in continuing 
support to Contra Costa County’s 
24-hour schoo! violence tipline. 

The tipline, operated by the 
Contra Costa Crisis Center, of- 
fers a safe place students can call 
anonymously to report weapons 
on campus, bullying, and other 
behavior possibly leading to vio- 
lence. 

Trained volunteers answer 
calls, assess the situation, and 
work with school staff and the 
police to prevent violence from 
occurring. 

“It’s an important service,” 
says Peggy Marshburn, director 
of communications for the Con- 
tra Costa County Office of Edu- 
cation, which provides most of 
the funding for the tipline. “The 
best way to prevent violence is 
to report it and stop it. The tipline 
helps make that possible.” 

The tipline started in January. 
Since then, there have been 200 


calls, of which 25 have been 
deemed “substantive” according 
to Crisis Center staff, meaning 
there was a real threat that re- 
quired some kind of follow-up. 

Most of the threats involved 
bullying or harassment, but five 
concerned suicidal comments 
made by students and three con- 
cerned homicidal threats toward 
fellow classmates, including one 
where a student brought a gun 
to school. 

“All were handled smoothly, 
without incident,” says Edith Cor- 
done, the Crisis Center’s youth 
violence prevention director. “It 
takes courage to do the right 
thing and call the tipline. School 
administrators have been pleased 
with the results.” 

Last year, Wells Fargo granted 
$10,000 to defray some of the 
startup costs. 

Now that the tipline is in its 
second year, the bank is provid- 
ing additional support to pay for 
some of the operating costs, in- 
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cluding outreach so that every 
student knows about it. 

This fall, 77,000 stickers with 
the tipline number 800-863-7600 
are being affixed to the backs of 
student body cards at middle 
schools and high schools 
throughout the county. 

The Office of Education has 
also developed posters and fliers 
to help promote the line. In ad- 
dition, the Crisis Center staff has 
made presentations at 50 schools 
telling students about the ser- 
vice.

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OMORROW IS Pear! Har- 
bor day, the anniversary 
of the worst sneak attack 
on our country before Sept. 11, 
and I can’t help thinking of 
Hadwick Thompson. 

He was at Pearl Harbor that 
terrible morning, a teenage 
sailor standing on the quarter- 
deck of the USS Ramsey, an 
obsolete World War I destroyer. 
He looked up and saw a plane 
flying overhead, not more than 
200 feet above, He said to the 
guy standing next to him, 
“Damn! They’re flying low!” 
And the other guy said, “Well, 
you know how those flyboys 
are; they’re horsing around 
again.” 

Then Thompson looked 
again and said, “Horsing, hell! 
Look at the rising sun on that 
wing!” A second later, the plane 
dropped the first bomb, Then it 
started raining bombs. 

Thompson ran to the top of 
the bridge, grabbed a machine 
gun, and started firing at the 
Japanese planes. 

“T could see their faces,” 
recalled years later. “When 
they started to dive to drop 
those torpedoes, I could look 
them right in the eye,”

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Thompson grew up in Oak- 
land, playing ball at San Pablo 
Park on the same team with Li- 
onel Wilson. Wilson later be- 
came the first African-Ameri- 
can mayor of Oakland; 
Thompson became the first 
African-American cop in the 
Oakland Police Department. 

There weren't any jobs for 
young black men, so Thomp- 
son joined the Navy. He was 
sent to a base in Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia. It was his first encounter 
with racial segregation. 

One day, he was coming 
back from liberty in town, and 
he got on a streetcar. The con- 
ductor said, “Get in back, boy.” 
“Who do you think you’re talk- 
ing to?” Thompson asked. 
“You, boy!” said the conductor. 

Incensed, Thompson threw 
the conductor off the streetcar 


and drove it back to the base 
himself, 

“About a block before I got 
to the base, I said to myself, 
‘I'd better stop this thing and 
get off here,’” he recalls, “And 
sure enough, there were about 
200 people waiting out by the 
front gate. They were going to 
lynch me.” 

The only thing that saved 
him was his commanding offi- 
cer, who hustled him out of 
there on the next transport to 
Pearl Harbor,

After Dec. 7, Thompson 
went on to fight in some of the 
famous battles of the Pacific 
theater, earning four Bronze 
Stars. When the war ended, he 
and friend Clarence Williams 
joined the Oakland Police De- 
partment as its first African- 
American cops. 

He served with distinction 
for 25 years until his retire- 
ment, One of his jobs was 
teaching race relations to his 
fellow officers, many of whom 
were recruited from the deep 
South and had to be taught 
how to treat African-Americans 
with respect. 

He was also active in the 


Lake Merritt Breakfast Club, 
the Pearl Harbor Survivors As- 
sociation, and the Combat Sub- 
marine Vets. Hundreds of chil- 
dren remember him as the 
camp director of Camp Loma 
Mar. And on a more serious

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Unique products, food and businesses characterize oolano A\

A route spanning several blocks 
in the cities of Albany and Berkeley 
almost guarantees that a healthy 
variety of stores and eateries reign 
on Solano Avenue. But this north 
Alameda County retail hub also 
boasts something that money can't 
buy — a good personality. 

Considering that Albany’s mu- 
nicipal roots began when a group 
of local women with rifles held up 
a bevy of Berkeley garbage trucks 
dumping trash there in 1908, it's not 
surprising that its portion of the 
neighborhood is loaded with col- 
orful characters. There is a decent- 
sized cluster of restaurants and 
nightclubs at the crossroads of 
Solano and San Pablo avenues that 
enhances its image as an East Bay 
destination for dining, dancing and 
dating. 

Albany — population 17,000 — 
houses two-thirds of Solano Avenue 
and stakes its pride on maintaining 
a small-town attitude amid the Bay 
Area's massive metropolitan growth. 

“It's where Main Street meets 
the future,” said James Carter, ex- 
ecutive director of the Albany 
Chamber of Commerce.

upscale boutiques, and at least a 
dozen really great restaurants. It 
combines small-town charm with 
upscale style,” 

Indeed, most of the Solano Av- 
enue businesses in both Albany 
and Berkeley are family-owned or 
independently operated, such as 
Mary & Joe's Sporting Goods, run 
by the founding couple whose 
names match the title; the four-star 
Rivoli restaurant, and Gathering 
Tribes gallery featuring Native Amer- 
ican and Latin American art, with 
shows by artists. This longtime trait 
of merchant independence makes 
Solano Avenue's _ structural 
streetscape a splendid example of 
early 20th-century retail architecture 
and its multi-decade mishmash of 
styles. New streetlights, benches 
and landscaping in the Albany sec- 
tion add 21st-century flair.

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Nearby San Pablo Avenue — of- 
ficially State Route 123 — mixes the 
highway with the byway at unique 
stores and restaurants peppered 
among its service businesses and 
strip malls. One classic example is 
Sam's Log Cabin, where the road- 
house meets Americana. The cafe 
made of actual logs opened in the 
1930s and old calendars remain on 
the wall. 

Mary & Joe’s Sporting Goods is 
like a cross between grandma's at- 
tic and a sporting goods store, right 
down to the cat that has run of the 
place. The stock is crammed into 
the same small space they've had 
for many years, and they also know 
a lot about local events, sporting or 
otherwise. 

Another personality hallmark is 
a multi-ethnic focus. The spectac- 
ular selection of imported items 
found in a roughly one-mile stretch 
of Solano Avenue, traverses three 
continents and thousands of glo- 
betrotting miles. The list includes 
Himalayan rugs and peaceful Bud- 
dhist cultural music at the Tibetan 
Gift House, one-of-a-kind Scandi- 
navian goods at Scandia Imports 
and Himalayan clothing at Kat- 
mandu Imports. Zarri’s, an Italian 
grocer on the street since 1934, and 
a Middle Eastern food market both 
add a Mediterranean touch. 

More hard-to-find imports are 
brewing in traditional iron pots and 
other items at Celadon Tea 
(www.celadontea.com), which spe- 
cializes in a unique selection of tea 
not found in area Chinatowns. 


Tables with a Global View 


Albany’s sizable Asian popula- 
tion accounts for Thai, Japanese, 
Chinese, Indian and Vietnamese 


restaurants that range from take- 
out-only Bento boxes to fine dining 
elegance. At Ajanta 
(www.ajantarestaurant.com), the 
menu of Indian food changes 
monthly and detailed descriptions 
of each dish appear in an owner- 
written newsletter. Artwork on the 
dining room walls represents the 
namesake Indian caves of Ajanta. 
Kirin Chinese Restaurant is a local 
mainstay for spicy Northern Chi- 
nese cuisine and large-party seat- 
ing. Diners at smaller tables sit op- 
posite a glass window that reveals 
the bustling kitchen, where vigor- 
ous cooks and food prep helpers 
wear black and white skull caps, re- 
spectively. Tea here also is served 
in traditional iron teapots. 

Another chunk of restaurants 
feature Italian and Mediterranean 
cuisine. At both the contemporary 
Cugini — with windows lining the 
sidewalk and outdoor tables for 
warm nights — and the traditionally 
romantic Mangia Mangia, diners ex- 
perience an open-kitchen view of 
cooks preparing pizza and calzone 
in wood-fired ovens. Nizza La Bella 
emphasizes a lighter, seafood- 
based Italian menu and has year- 
round sidewalk seating. Rivoli’s 
blend of California and Mediter- 
ranean cuisine with elegant sur- 
roundings evolved from its 1994 be- 
ginning as a casual neighborhood 
eatery. 

Owner/chef and Berkeley native 
Wendy Brucker oversees a menu 
that changes every three weeks, 
and her husband Roscoe Skipper 
heads wine selection and pairings. 
Entrees reflect the cuisine of Italy 
and France, Brucker's home away 
from home. Even the Rivoli name 
comes from the couple’s honey- 
moon site near the Rue de Rivoli in 
France. A window shows off a beau- 
tifully landscaped backyard, and 
gives diners ringside seats to view 
the possums, raccoons, skunks and 
feral cats that call this garden 
“home.”

It’s about time 


L CERRITO’S NEW MAYOR, Mark Friedman, did 
Be right thing in declaring immediately after being 

sworn in that the council would discuss at its next 
meeting the propriety and even the legality of some of the 
tactics used in the Nov. 5 election. 

Three campaign mailers may or may not have violated 
city or state election laws in the way they were funded or 
in their content. But the city should not let the issue re- 
main a “may or may not” question in residents’ minds any 
longer. 

In fact, it would have been better had the council ag- 
gressively pursued the truth since the moment the ques- 
tion came up. 

The city council must make it very clear that running 
clean elections is a priority. While their position on this is 
uncertain — and since the election it has been uncertain, 
despite residents’ and Councilwoman Gina Brusatori’s urg- 
ing that the council look into the matter — those questions 
tend to grow into all kinds of speculation about what re- 
ally happened. 

Residents wonder if there’s an agenda driven by parti- 
san politics, and what sort of payback will be due develop- 
ers who fund campaign mailers aimed at defeating a can-

didate who does end up defeated. The more suspicious 
among them construct elaborate scenarios explaining, at 
least to themselves, what’s really going on in their city. 

In an era when even the president’s job is suspected by 
many to be ill-gotten, no elected body can afford this. Few 
enough people vote as it is, and some pundits have con- 
nected low voter turnout to the public’s perception that an 
individual’s vote doesn’t matter because only those who 
make huge campaign contributions have influence. 

This is, of course, a self-fulfilling prophecy. But voter 
apathy is especially needless at the small-city level, where 
individuals really can make a difference. 

As Brusatori notes, the matter should be discussed 
while it’s fresh in everyone’s minds. Discussed, the truth 
found out, and the questions put to rest. 

Because, as Friedman also pointed out at this week’s 
meeting, the city has other urgent business to attend to. 
The new mayor said he wants the council to focus on a 
new city hall and on a parking garage at the Plaza BART 
station. And those are just the top-of-the-list issues. 

El Cerrito needs a council that, despite personal differ- 
ences, can work together and focus on what’s really im- 
portant to keep the city an attractive place in which to live 
and do business. Without distractions. 

City Council members need to take up the campaign- 
tactics issue, resolve it and put it behind them. And then 
remember the lessons learned come the next election.

Benefit of cooperation 


The East Bay Regional Park District 
recently voted unanimously to purchase 
16 acres of land at the foot of Gilman 
Street from Magna Entertainment Corp. 

The purchase follows months of push- 
ing from Citizens for the Eastshore State 
Park (CESP), the Sierra Club, and the 
Audubon Society, among other groups, 
to find an appropriate site for ball fields 
for East Bay youth. 

Kids, parents, and ball field advocates 
welcome this move because it meets an 
essential need. It will also free up more 
land in the future Eastshore State Park 
for critical wildlife habitat and passive 
recreation. 

The deal was aided by Berkeley’s Mea- 
sure N, which CESP and the Sierra Club 
supported, and which will allow Berke- 
ley voters the opportunity to have a say 
on what development could occur on the 
waterfront. 

Once Measure N passed in November, 
Magna decided it would be easier to sell 
quickly rather than endure a lengthy plan- 
ning process. Magna graciously offered 
the property at more than $2.5 million 
less than the appraised value. 

While it is not a completely done deal 
— the land must be tested for contami- 
nants, etc. — it is an excellent first step 
toward providing the area with needed 
playing fields for sports. It was a won- 
derful example of a disparate group of 
environmental organizations and playing 
field advocates working together to cre- 
ate a win-win situation for the environ- 
ment and for kids.

However, city officials know 
San Pablo Avenue — with its 
mish-mash of old buildings, fam- 
ily-run restaurants, auto repair 
shops, specialty stores, and hair 
salons — could be better.

for election reform, calling the 
partisan mailers unprecedented 
and inappropriate. Brusatori has 
suggested placing a cap on cam- 
paign donations. 

Brusatori said the mailers may 
have violated the city’s munici- 
pal code and state law by using 
a type size in the printing that 
was too small. Some residents 
have charged that one of the 
mailers had a non-existent return 
address. 

Brusatori has said she wants 
to know whether there is a con- 
flict of interest, because the mail- 
ers used letters written by coun- 
cilmembers Janet Abelson and 
Friedman in support of Sandi 
Potter, who was elected Nov. 5. 

“This is the time to act, when 
it’s fresh in everybody’s mind,” 
said Brusatori. “When new 
ground is being covered, we need 
to decide if this is something 
we’re comfortable with in the 
community and I would say, ‘No 
we’re not,’ and we need to put 
laws in the books now so every- 
body knows the rules in the fu- 
ture.” 


Member sworn-in 


The main business of the Dec. 
2 meeting was to swear in the 
council: Friedman as mayor, Leti- 
tia Moore as mayor pro tem and 
Janet Abelson and the newly 
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elected Potter as council mem- 
bers. This is Abelson’s second 
term. 

Moore was next in line to be 
mayor, as the most experienced 
councilmember who hasn’t yet 
had the job.

styles were explored with great 
vigor. 

Thomas’ work after 1915 is 
much tamer. There is less whimsy 
and a more literal interpretation of 
historical styles. 

This change in expression mir- 
rors what was happening in Bay 
Area architecture in general in the 
‘20s and ‘30s — what has come 
to be called the “Second Bay Tra- 
dition.” Throughout his career,

If the words “house cleaning,” 
“clutter” and “messy closet” fill you 
with dread, you're nat alone. And 
you needn't feel guilty about it ei- 
ther, so say professional organiz- 
ers and behavioral health therapists 
who are seeing a trend where more 
and more people are seeking help 
to bring order into their out-of-con- 
trol homes and offices. 

Reasons for excessive clutter, 
organizers say, can include the fear 
of being without, competition with 
neighbors and peers, not having 
time to organize or put things away, 
living with people (a spouse, chil- 
dren or parents) who are “clutter- 
bugs” and just “holding on to lov- 
able items.”

She started her New York com- 
pany 12 years ago and today has 
five full-time staffers who work with 
six to 10 organizers at any one time.

like, whether you are selling “as 
is" or not, by law disclosures 
must be made. Sellers are often 
worried about disclosing what is 
wrong with their houses but, gen- 
erally, they shouldn't be. Buyers 
greatly appreciate knowing the 
facts about a house and they are 
far less likely to later complain (or 
sue) when they know the truth. 

If there is something particu- 
larly scary about your house (it’s 
sliding down a hill?), better to 
have a buyer who knows this up 
front, someone who understands 
what he’s taking on. Yes, there 
will be people who will run away 
once they know what is wrong. 
They are not the right buyers, but 
the right buyer does exist. Believe 
this; it is true 

So it behooves you, legally 
and practically, to disclose in writ- 
ing anything about your house 
that may give a buyer pause. This 


includes, but is not limited to, bro- 


ken and nonfunctional parts of 
the house, leaning retaining walls, 
cracked and uneven surfaces and 
water coming in anywhere. 

If you have a mind to, you can 
also include in your disclosures 
notes on maintenance and up- 
grades made during your owner- 
ship, also personal comments 
about your time in the house, 
what you have enjoyed while liv- 
ing there. 

Buyers like knowing these 
things. You will need, at a mini- 
mum, a termite report. It just isn’t 
good to have your agent say, 
“No, we don't have a termite re- 
port yet.” A report should be 
available when the house is first 
shown. No exceptions. 

It is also frequently advisable 
to have a general physical in- 
spection done before marketing. 
This inspection is fairly expensive, 
and it will not substitute for the 
buyer's own inspections. But it 
can be a great assist to buyers 
(and therefore, to sellers) to know 
as much as possible about the 
house before an offer is written. 

Also helpful is supplying re- 
ceipts for major work that the 
seller has done (earthquake retro- 
fit, new roof, etc.) and, in some 
cases, bids for repairs that the

In some cities, ordinances re- 
quire that certain work be done 
when a house is sold. In Albany, 
for instance, the sewer lateral to 
the house must be in good condi- 
tion. Often replacement is re- 
quired. Whether it is the seller or 
buyer who pays for the work, the 
cost should be determined before 
a house Is put on the market. 
And the house needs to be 
cleared of enough belongings 
that inspections can be made. If 
the termite (or other) inspector 
cannot get to the walls of the 
garage or basement, if he cannot 
access the attic, you will have an 
incomplete inspection. This is bad 
because it leaves open questions 


Market presentation 


Perhaps you have a picture- 
perfect house, well maintained, 
well furnished, clean, with a pretty 
garden. Nothing needs to be 
done to get your house ready. 
That could be true but often, we 
find, houses that seem very “to- 
gether” do still need things done 
for best presentation. 

Often, for instance, there is too 
much in them. When 50 or 100 
people walk through your house, 
as they do when it is held open, 
less is definitely more. 

To show your house to best 
advantage, it may be advisable to 
simplify, to remove furniture and 
collectibles. You want to allow po- 
tential buyers to move freely in- 
side the house, and you want 
them to be able to see the house 
itself, not be distracted by too 
many possessions. 

Also, you will probably want to 
have your windows washed, 
make sure porches are swept, 
and that your door locks work 
smoothly. By law, smoke detec- 
tors must be operable in certain 
places in the house and the hot 
water heater must be strapped to 
current code, 

But maybe your house is in 
poor shape. You haven't had the 
wherewithal to keep up with main- 
tenance. In fact, it’s such a wreck, 
needing “everything” that you've 
decided to do “nothing”.

BERKELEY — County Done- 
gal’s Altan has been the stan- 
dard-bearer of traditional Irish 
music and culture for the past 
two detades. The band’s lyrics 
are often in Gaelic, the ancient 
language that survives mainly on 
the rugged west and northwest 
coasts of the island, while the 
music is a blend of founding 
member Mairéad Ni Mhaon- 
aigh’s hypnotic voice and uillean 
pipes, tin whistle, guitar, 
bouzouki and fiddle. 

Ni Mhaonaigh was raised in 
a Gaelic-speaking town, Gwee- 
dore, and was tutored on the fid- 
dle by her father Francie, a leg- 
endary Donegal musician. 

“They’re the quintessential 
traditional Irish group,” said Ju- 
dith Joyner of Green Linnet 
Records, the band’s former label. 
“The Donegal sound has hints of 
Scottish rhythmic drive, and 
that’s what set them apart in the 
beginning.” 

“Donegal’s mainly fiddle mu- 
sic, a bit uptempo and played 
very vigorously,” said fiddler Cia- 
ran Tourish, who's been in the 
band 13 years. He notes that the 
legacy of the Scots in the tunes 
comes from Donegal men who 
worked the potato fields of Scot- 
land in days gone by. 

Since their first record, “Ceol 
Aduaidh” (Music of the North), 
Altan’s mazurkas, jigs, reels and 
strathspeys have kept these 
northern traditions alive and 
kicking. For example, 1992’s 
“Harvest Storm” liner notes 
credit the music’s keepers: 
“Donal Agus Morag,” a wedding 
song of Rathlin Island, Co. 
Antrim, was collected by Mary 
Campbell; “Mo Choill” (My Love) 
is credited to “Roise of the 
Songs,” a resident of Aranmore 
Island, Co. Donegal. Patriarch 
Francie Mhaonaigh translated 
“Runaway Sunday’s” (1997) 
Gaelic lyrics to English. 

Although not strictly tied to 
their Irish roots — they've been 
backed by a string quartet, in- 
cluded didgeridoo on a song, and 
featured Dolly Parton on their 
latest album — Altan does stick 
close to home in most of what 
they do. 

“What I like about them is 
that they’ve hardly changed,” 
said Joyner. “It’s just pure tunes 
with incredible talent and finesse, 
and they’ve never really varied 
even though they became fa- 
mous.”

the schoolchildren of Berkeley, 
through a performance of “The 
Year’s Turning” at Zellerbach 
Hall. Cal Performances has com- 
bined with the Berkeley Unified 
School District for the past two 
years to open children’s eyes to 
other cultures through music and 
performance. This month Berke- 
ley’s students will learn Irish tra- 
ditions, culminating in an Altan 
“SchoolTime” concert. 

“These concerts really bring 
place and performance together,” 
said Laura Abrams, Cal Perfor- 
mances’ Manager of Education 
and Community Programs. “We 
try to link the arts to the cur- 
riculum so that the kids go to the 
performance knowing more 
about what they are seeing.”

Local artists Shay Black, Shira 
Kammen, Eileen Mize and Pam 
Swan were chosen to bring dif- 
ferent parts of the tradition alive. 
They held workshops for the 20 
teachers involved, so that they in 
turn could share the culture with 
their pupils. The artists also vis- 
ited ten classrooms; in total, 
more than 1,800 students from 
kindergarten through seventh 
grade were involved. 

The Year’s Turning concert 
will incorporate elements of 
mumming, along with the wren- 
boy tradition where colorfully 
dressed dancers go from home 
to home, entreating the inhabi- 
tants for some food, drink, or 
money. 

Dublin-born Black taught the 
children these traditions, (and 
the “Wren in the Furze” song) al- 
though he noted that they are 
part of a larger British Isles tra- 
dition. 

“T always knew the Wren Boys 
as a ‘down the country’ tradition, 
in Kerry and Cork, and there 
were also groups up in Fer- 
managh, Armagh and Sligo,” he 
said. 

He had to cross to England to 
learn about mumming, and he 
participated in several of these 


plays while living in Liverpool. 

As Altan’s concert will also 
feature a set dance group from 
West Kerry, Berkeley students 
will be able to remember the ba- 
sics from champion dancer Mize. 
Mize is from Oakland’s McBride 
School of Dance and has lectured 
at the University of Limerick. 

“I taught them a bonfire 
dance, which is in the Celtic tra- 
dition where the image and sym- 
bolism of the circle issimportant,” 
said Mize. She said her focus 
would be more on the folk tra- 
dition of dance as a means of cel- 
ebration, whether in weddings, 
wakes or, like this event, the turn- 
ing of the seasons. 

Through the efforts of these 
local artists and Donegal’s proud 
musicians, children and adults 
will recognize that many modern 
Christmas traditions have their 
origins in pagan rites centered 
around the Winter Solstice, the 
year’s darkest day. Dancing, mu- 
sic and other rituals reminded 
people that the light of the spring 
was bound to come.

DWARD ALBEE'’S “The

doesn’t have a speck of 
the holiday spirit in it. Shotgun 
Players’ production in La Val’s 
tiny Subterranean Theatre is, 
of necessity, as outwardly un- 
adorned as plain, brown wrap- 
ping paper. And yet, this West 
Coast premiere — once you get 
it open — is one of the most in- 
triguing theatrical packages 
you're likely to receive this 
year. 
Like some novelty windup 
toy, it zigs and zags and some- 
times runs into things.

“ADAM SANDLER’S EIGHT CRAZY 
NIGHTS”: In this animated Hanukkah 
musical, Adam Sandler sets anima- 
tion back 30 years, musicals back 40 
years and Judaism back at least 50. 
All that in one movie, along with ani- 
mated people and animals answering 
nature's call and moronic songs that 
mention various bodily functions and 
masturbation. Sandler stars as Davey, 
the resident jerk in a snowy New 
England town. Over the eight nights 


of Hanukkah, Davey comes to grips 
with the grief that made him so bitter, 
makes the life of a local volunteer a 
little better and salvages a relation- 
ship he wrecked in childhood by be- 
friending the son of an old flame. Ac- 
tually, the film is just an excuse to 
release Sandler's third installment in 
his “Chanukah Song.” No, it isn't re- 
ally in the movie. It just plays under 
the closing credits, which don't come 
nearly soon enough. — R. Moore, 
(PG-13: frequent crude and sexual 
humor, drinking and brief drug refer- 
ences.) 1 hour, 30 minutes. D 


“ARARAT”: The Turks say they 
were defending themselves against 
treachery and rebellion; the Armeni- 
ans say they were the victims of 
ethnic cleansing and genocide. 
Don't look for definitive answers 
about what happened in Turkey be- 
tween 1915 and 1918 in writer/di- 
rector Atom Egoyan's movie. 
Egoyan, a Canadian of Armenian 
descent, is more interested in how 
the event continues to have an im- 
pact on people today. Deliberately 
ponderous and meticulously con- 
structed, his movie delves into per- 
ceptions of history, individual and 
collective, and grudges — some of 
them valid, some not, all of them 
passionate. The story is told 
through a tricky device — a movie 
within a movie — and features a 
strong ensemble cast, connected 
through means too complicated to 
explain here. The movie falters at its 
close, largely because the central 


character's epiphany is so elusive.

“BOWLING FOR COLUMBINE”: Just 
hours before they killed a dozen 
classmates and a teacher at 
Columbine High School, Eric Harris 
and Dylan Klebold went bowling.

Is it logical to 
blame the sport or, for that matter, any 
single thing for America's violent na- 
ture? “Bowling for Columbine” doesn't 
have the answers, and really doesn't 
expect to find them. For documentary 
writer-director Michael Moore, the ask- 
ing is what's important. Moore starts 
“Bowling” with some riffs on the state 
he grew up in, Michigan, “a gun 
lover's paradise.” Next the film con- 
centrates on the shootings at 
Columbine High in Littleton, Colo. We 
see chilling footage of the massacre 
from the school's security camera 
tapes, talk to “South Park" co-creator 
Matt Stone, once a Littleton resident, 
and find out that Lockheed Martin, 
one of the world's largest arms manu- 
facturers, is headquartered in the 
town, What does all this add up to? 
Certainly nothing conclusive. Moore's 
approach may be scattershot, so to 
speak, but he hits some targets, — K.

@ But Robert De Niro and 
Billy Crystal make standard 
fare watchable

After the box office success of 
1999’s “Analyze This,” a sequel 
reuniting Robert De Niro and 
Billy Crystal was inevitable. We 
all knew mobster Paul Vitti was 
going to get out of prison sooner 
or later, and that he would once 
again require the services of ther- 
apist Ben Sobel. 

So along comes “Analyze 
That,” which as sequels go, is not 
half bad. It’s lazy, barely stirring 
from the recliner to throw us a 
plot, and it takes the easiest route 
whenever it can, clinging too 
closely to the tried-and-true 
structure of the first movie. 

But the rapport between De 
Niro and Crystal actually seems 
stronger this time around, and 
the movie’s best laughs — most 
of them unabashedly sexual and 
crude and delivered in the first 
half — are better than any of the 
jokes in “Analyze This.” 

Vitti, close to the end of his 
jail term, finds his life in danger, 
and is either driven into or fakes 
a breakdown. Ben is summoned 
to Sing Sing from his own fa- 
ther’s funeral to assess Vitti’s 
mental health and finds the mob- 
ster alternately catatonic, or belt- 
ing out numbers from “West Side 
Story.”

Through some contrivance, 
the FBI sends Vitti home with 
Ben for daily therapy. If he strays 
from the straight and narrow, 
Ben will be held accountable, a 
policy that seems like a dubious 
tactic on the part of the FBI, but 
maybe one we as a society 
should look into. The missus, 
Laura (Lisa Kudrow, reprising 
her suburban Phoebe act from 
the first movie) is not pleased, 
prompting some serious kvetch- 
ing in the Sobel household. 

There’s also some jawing 
about Vitti and Ben’s shared fa- 
ther issues, but really, who cares? 
Ben is no Dr. Melfi, and we’re not 
going to analyze this or that to 
witness breakthroughs. In fact, 
at this point, Ben and Vitti’s ther- 
apy sessions seem like pesky 
obligations, right up there with 
remembering to validate your 
parking ticket. 

What “Analyze That” does of- 
fer in the way of fresh amuse- 
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dark forces are brewing under Hog- 
warts, with a plan for ethnic cleans- 
ing of any wizards and witches who 
have Muggle blood. Witches like — 
shudder — Hermione. Harry must 
save the day. Just as charming and 
well-cast as the first movie, with 
some spiffy special effects, but less 
thrilling by virtue of its familiarity, 
not to mention its refusal to end. —

“HEAVEN”: This dreamy movie 
comes to us with a very special 
provenance, having originally been 
intended as the next project of the 
late great Polish director Krzysztof 
Kieslowski, creator of the “Three 
Colors” trilogy.

When the first movie came 
out, HBO’s “The Sopranos” had 
not yet vaulted into the public 
consciousness. Half of us who 
were a little out of it said to each 
other, “Wait, isn’t there a movie 
like that?” while the other half 
said, “Wait, isn’t there a TV show 
about that?” Obviously, all that 
has changed. So it must have 
been irresistible for “Analyze 
That” writers Peter Steinfeld and 
Peter Tolan to cross-reference the 
two, just as it was irresistible for 
them to throw in a few “Hey, 
Freddo”-style jokes. 

These scenes are OK, and it’s 
fun to see Anthony LaPaglia 
playing himself playing the Tony 
Soprano character on the cable 
show, as well as seeing Vitti re- 
coil when he hears LaPaglia’s na- 
tive Australian accent. But they 
are not exactly masterworks of 
the imagination. 

With solid but not inspired 
material, it’s fortunate for Harold 
Ramis that he has such strong 
comic actors at his disposal.

Fans of the original will 
be happy to see Joe Viterelli back 
as Vitti’s loyal henchman Jelly. 
And those who remember “Rag- 
ing Bull” fondly will have a start 
when they see who’s playing the 
newest, tough-as-Lee Press-On- 
nails mob boss: Cathy Moriarty- 
Gentile (who was, gulp, 18 when 
she first co-starred with De Niro). 


As for De Niro, his ventures 
into comedy continue to show 
more life than most of his recent 
dramatic efforts, so let’s hope he 
doesn’t lose the urge to be funny 
anytime soon. The outtakes — 
well worth staying for — end 
with several versions of De Niro 
demonstrating a crass hand ges- 
ture to Crystal, who doesn’t even 
bother to make the take work. 
When the smirking Crystal says, 
“I just want to see it again,” we 
can see why.

Throttle-by-wire just the beginning

| just read an article about some of the 
new technology coming out and am 
a little surprised to see some cars having 
“throttle-by-wire,” or no mechanical con- 
nection between the gas pedal and throttle. 

Why is this done? How does it work? 
What happens if something goes wrong? 

Why is a simple cable no longer good 
enough? 

Adam Parsons, Hayward, Calif. 
Electronic throttle control actually has 
been around for some time in large 

trucks and certain automobiles, and has 
proven to be very reliable. 

In automobiles the main benefit is more 
precise throttle control, which helps im- 
prove fuel economy and reduce emissions. 
ETC also can eliminate the need for tradi- 
tional idle speed and cruise-contro! actu- 
ators. 

How's it work? Let's use Honda’s sys- 
tem as an example. Two position sensors 
are attached to the accelerator pedal as- 
sembly and relay position-rate-of-change 
information to the PCM (powertrain control 
module). A coiled spring in the unit retains 
traditional pedal feel. 

The PCM processes the information and 
sends commands to a driver unit — an 
electronic mule of sorts — that powers an 
electric motor attached to the throttle. A

throttle position sensor (previously used) 
reports back to the PCM, completing the 
loop. 

What happens if something goes 
wrong? In severe cases the system de- 
faults to a slightly open throttle setting, al- 
lowing the vehicle to be driven to the near- 
est turn-out. 

Electronic throttle control is merely the 
beginning of what is to come. Brake-by- 
wire systems are just around the corner, 
and steering-by-wire could be next. 

How often should the fluid be 

changed in an automatic transmis- 
sion? My older pickup called for every 
30,000 miles, where my ‘99 Silverado calls 
for every 100,000 miles.

This is a tricky subject, as automatic 
transmission service intervals can vary 
greatly. Traditionally a fluid and filter change 
was recommended every 24,000 to 30,000 
miles — three years, or sooner under se- 
vere service. 
Thanks to improved fluid (Dexron Ill), 


General Motors dramatically increased the 
service interval for many of their transmis- 
sions to as high as 100,000 miles. 

Heat is an automatic transmission’s 
worst enemy. When the fluid exceeds 250 
degrees, it begins to rapidly oxidize, short- 
ening fluid life. 

Every 20-degree increase in tempera- 
ture doubles the oxidation rate. Towing a 
trailer places you in the “severe service” 
category, as are folks who drive in stop- 
and-start high-temperature conditions, hilly 
terrain or use a car-top carrier. 

I'd recommend following GM's severe- 
service interval of every 50,000 miles (or 
sooner) and consider installing a supple- 
mental transmission cooler. 

If you really want to play it safe, a trans- 
mission temperature gauge will provide 
valuable input during steep-grade towing 
conditions, 

Adding a drain plug to the transmission 
oil pan can make frequent fluid service 
more convenient, but don’t forget to renew 
the filter (by removing the oil pan) at the 
recommended intervals.

make it easier to read. 

Previously, the identification number 
had to be on only one side of the tire, and 
it could be on the inside of the tire. 

Kurrus said the changes are expected 
to cost the auto industry $2.6 million an- 
nually. The tire industry will incur a one- 
time cost of $23.4 million, he said. 

NHTSA said the new rules were re- 
quired by legislation Congress passed in 
2000 in response to the Bridgestone-Fire- 
stone recall of tires that were primarily on 
Ford Motor Co.'s popular Explorer sport- 
utility vehicle. Some of the tires experi- 
enced tread separations that are linked to 
thousands of accidents and more than 200 
deaths. 

With the new standards, the traffic 
safety administration aims to reduce con- 
sumers’ confusion in finding critical tire in- 
formation and to promote tire maintenance. 

“This is a terrific remedy for the often 
confusing information now labeled on 
tires," NHTSA Administrator Jeffrey Runge 
said in a statement. “In the end, well-main- 
tained tires are going to provide consumers 
with a greater margin of safety.” 


A study the administration released in 
August 2001 found 27 percent of passen- 
ger cars on U.S. roads had one or more 
substantially underinflated tires. Also, 32 
percent of light trucks — including sport-

Analysts sug- 
gest that the Blackwood died a special 
death and the experience can’t be applied 
to other SUTs. 

“It wasn’t the concept per se; it was the 
execution of the concept,” said James N. 
Hall, vice president industry analysis in the 
Detroit office of AutoPacific. “The bed was 
too useless. It was rear-wheel drive only. 
And it came in one color only: black.” 

He said it also didn’t help that there was 
a long delay when Lincoln announced it 
would build the Blackwood and the time 
when production actually began, due to 
quality problems with the complex design 
of the cargo area didn't help either, he said.

@ With each oil change, have the me- 
chanic inspect other fluids, especially in the 
brake, automatic transmission and power 
steering systems, to make sure they are 
not burned, soured or contaminated with 
water or bits of metal. 

@ Rotate tires at least every other oil 
change — especially important on modern 
performance cars with highly tuned sus- 
pensions. 

@ Visually inspect the rubber “boots” 
that cover and protect the CV (constant ve- 
locity) joints on front-wheel-drive vehicles. 

Cracked boots can allow water and dust 
to get in. This can cause expensive dam- 
age and can make the vehicle dangerous 
to drive. 

® Drain and service automatic trans- 
missions every 24,000 miles or at two-year 
intervals. 

@ Flush and refill cooling systems every 
two years. 

@ Adhere to manufacturers’ recom- 
mendations for changing timing belts be- 
cause a failed belt can destroy an engine. 

Some of the work Kretsch recommends 
is best done by a qualified mechanic, and 
for many people the task of hunting for a 
good mechanic ranks right up there with 
having a root canal. 

The most common suggestion for find- 
ing a good mechanic is to check with 
friends and relatives to see where they take 
their cars and how satisfied they are; there 
also are a number of mechanic rating ser- 
vices on the Internet, including one by the 
popular National Public Radio program “Car 
Talk” at www.cartalk.com (click on Mechan- 
X Files), 

A large number of car enthusiast groups 
on the Internet, from Acura owners to clas- 


sic Ford Mustang clubs, also maintain chat 


lines and forums on which people can so- 
licit and make recommendations about me- 
chanics. 

And, of course, AAA affiliates maintain 
lists of mechanics that have passed the 
clubs’ screening criteria, such as the shop's 
complaint and licensing history; the train- 
ing and certifications of its personnel; its fi- 
nancial stability and insurance status; its 
tools and equipment; and shop cleanliness. 

For instance, the Automobile Club of 
Southern Californiarequires garages that 
want to display AAA approval sign to pro- 
vide at least a 12-month or 12,000-mile war- 
ranty on repairs and to agree to allow the 
club to resolve disputes with customers 
who are Auto Club members, Kretsch said. 

Finally, the club requires the garages to 
supply names and addresses of several 
hundred customers. It sends surveys to all 
of them and approves only those shops 
with at least a 90 percent customer approval 
rating.

“One of the problems is that it is a fash- 
ion statement and style is fleeting,” Hall said. 


The plan suggests that automakers are 
betting that this vehicle style will succeed, 
Schuster said.

On Oct. 30, 1951, just as the 
1952 models were appearing in au- 
tomobile showrooms, the Gage 
family of Croton-on-Hudson, N.Y., 
purchased a six-passenger 1951 
Chevrolet four-door sedan. 


They paid $2,124 for the family 
car that was driven exclusively by 
Mrs. Gage for the next 19 years. 
Then the car was retired and, four 
years later, donated to charity. 


Franklin Gage can’t remember 
a time when his parents’ 1951 
Chevrolet wasn't a part of the fam- 
ily. His youth was spent being trans- 
ported to typical childhood events 
in that Chevrolet. 


Gage’s mother had taught him 
to drive behind the two-spoke steer- 
ing wheel of the Chevrolet, unbe- 
known to the senior Gage. 


Years later, in the spring of 1997, 
Gage was living in Greenbelt, Md., 
and saw a 1951 Chevrolet adver- 
tised for sale. Just for old-times’ 
sake, he answered the ad. 


But once he saw the old Chevro- 
let, he became enraptured by the 
virtual duplicate of his parents’ car, 
a Styleline DeLuxe four-door sedan 
with 75,000 miles on the odometer. 


He bought the car. This model 
was by far the most popular 
Chevrolet offered in 1951, with 
380,270 manufactured. 


Each one weighed 3,150 
pounds.

Buick marks 100 years of predictability

CHICAGO — How do you last 
100 years in the auto industry? 

The formula is simple: Do every- 
thing well, even if nothing spec- 
tacular. 

That's why Buick celebrates its 
100th anniversary in 2003, and does 
so with a full-size LeSabre Cele- 
bration Edition rather than a cake. 

You might expect that ‘03 would 
have been a great year to bring out 
a new LeSabre or Park Avenue. Or 
maybe a Regal if not a Century. 

Of course, a new Century might 
not have been all that fitting be- 
cause it’s scheduled to go away 
soon as a separate model and be- 
come an option package on the 
next-generation Regal for ‘05. 

Oh well, at least Century made 
the first century. 

But we digress. 

Word is that when Bob Lutz ar- 
rived and took over advance prod- 
uct development at General Motors, 
one of his first tasks was to survey 
vehicles planned by each division. 

When Lutz visited the Buick stu- 
dios to see future products ap- 
proved by Ron Zarrella, former head 
of GM’s North American automo- 
tive operations, he ordered the de- 
signers chained to their computers 
and locked in their cubicles until 
their imaginations were resuscitated. 

Lutz’ philosophy is that a vehi- 
cle’s design must have enough 
emotion to entice a human being 
to become indebted for 24 to 48 
months to satisfy his or her passion. 

Before Lutz arrived, Buick’s ad- 
vance products stirred emotion, but, 
it has been said, the emotion was 
melancholy. 

So future products, such as the 
next-generation LeSabre and Re- 
gal, were pushed back a year while 
others, such as the open-top Ben- 
gal tribute to Buick ad 
spokesman/golfer Tiger Woods, 
were shelved, 

So rather than an all-new vehi- 
cle to commemorate 100 years in 
the business for ‘03, you'll have to 
settle for a LeSabre with body-col- 
ored lower fascias/rocker-panel 
moldings and chrome-plated alu- 
minum wheels. 

Doesn't get the heart palpitating, 
but it could be worse. Just ask 
Oldsmobile. 

But we digress again. 

Reportedly Buick’s game plan 
calls for the next-generation 
LeSabre/Regal due out for the ‘05 
model year, with Regal up early, 
LeSabre later in the year. 

And a final decision has to be 
made on the LaCrosse concept re- 
placing the Park Avenue after ‘05. 

With Olds going out of business, 
Buick reportedly will inherit the Sil- 
houette minivan for ‘06, with a new 


name. 

Still to be determined is whether 
Buick will add a new sedan/sport- 
utility crossover originally dubbed 
Centurion. 

The concept, renamed Cen- 
tieme, French for 100, will be on this 
year’s auto-show circuit to test pub- 
lic reaction to an all-wheel-drive ma- 
chine with three rows of seats. 

First thing showgoers should do 
is petition GM to hire someone 
sober to pick new names. 

To give Buick a token new prod- 
uct until reinforcements arrive, a V8- 
powered Rainier mid-size sport-ute 
companion to the Rendezvous will 
bow as an ‘04 model next fall. It’s 
built off the mid-size Chevy Trail- 
Blazer, not the extended-length EXT 
version with three rows of seats. 

Digressed enough. 

We tested the ‘03 LeSabre Cel- 
ebration Edition. Styling is Buick 
conservative. Two-tone seats and 
chrome-plated wheels do little to 
liven up the look. 

But LeSabre is function over 
flash.To sum up, it is big, roomy, 
comfortable and quiet, just like it 
has been year after year after year. 

Front- and rear-seat room is cav- 
ernous, as is the trunk, which will 
hold not only the golf clubs, but 
perhaps even the electric cart as 
well. 

Smooth ride and precise han- 
dling, too. Smooth ride isn't sur- 
prising, because you'd expect — 
no, demand — that in a premium 
sedan. 

The precise handling is a pleas- 
ant benefit, considering LeSabre is 
not just a premium sedan, but a re- 
ally big, full-size premium sedan that 
you'd expect to float in corners and 
turns. It stands its ground. 

Of course, the addition of Sta- 
biliTrak helps. That's the Cadillac 
stability-control system that keeps 
you pointed in the right direction 
and prevents lateral wandering to 
avoid slip, slide or skid regardless 
of road surface. 

LeSabre is a full-size sedan able 
to climb inclines, merge swiftly into 
traffic and pass gray hairs slum- 
bering in the center lane, yet it de- 
livers 20 miles per gallon city/29 
mpg highway, a rating some vehi- 
cles half its size would love to carry 
on their window sticker. 

The 3.8-liter, 205-horsepower V6 
teamed with four-speed automatic 
delivers ample power, though some 
would argue that a supercharged 
V6 would be even more desirable. 
You have to move up to the Park 
Avenue to get one. 

The Celebration package also 
adds a lot of fluff items, such as two- 
tone leather-trimmed seats, mem- 
ory seats and mirrors, 16-inch 
chrome-plated wheels, redundant 
turn signals in the sideview mirrors, 
and head-up display to flash such 


information as vehicle speed in a 
screen along the bottom of the 
windshield in front of the driver. 

Don't know how well those re- 
dundant turn signals do in warning 
motorists behind that you are about 
to turn, but from the driver's seat, 
they look like beacons that quickly 
catch your attention. 

The head-up display allows dri- 
vers to keep hands on the wheel 
and eyes on the road. 

Though a benefit for old and 
young drivers alike, Buick said an- 
other goal for HUD is to add even 
more information because it then 
can eliminate gauges from the in- 
strument panel. 

An extra-cost item on the Cele- 
bration is XM satellite radio that of- 
fers 100 channels. 

In keeping with the character of 
the car being driven, we set the dial 
to tunes from the ‘50s, though you 
can move up through the ‘60s, ‘70s, 
‘80s and ‘90s or lock into rap, an 
easy sing-along because nearly all 
the words are only four letters. 

The LeSabre Limited sedan 
starts at $30,650. Add $1,885 for 
the Celebration package. 

Standard equipment includes 
dual-stage front air bags and dual 
side bags, four-whee! disc brakes 
with anti-lock, power windows/mir- 
rors/locks/seats, traction control, 
OnStar, automatic leveling suspen- 
sion, rear window defogger, remote 
keyless entry, moisture-sensing 
wipers, air conditioning, AM/FM 
stereo with cassette and CD 
changer and heated seats. 

Only item added was the XM ra- 
dio at $325, plus freight at $710. 

LeSabre has a reputation as one 
of GM's most bulletproof cars. 
Change the oil, and it runs forever. 

Only time you bring it back to the 
dealership is to trade it in on anew 
one. You'll just have to wait a cou- 
ple more years until that’s possible.

he Hearing Loss Research Laboratory at the VA 

Outpatient Clinic in Martinez is recruiting 
individuals up to 75 years of age to participate in a 
hearing aid project. Participants must have hearing loss in 
both ears, be in good health and have no prior experience 
with hearing aids. Qualified participants will be fit with 
custom in-the-canal digital hearing aids and asked to use 
the hearing aids on a daily basis. In addition, participants 
will be required to come to the laboratory for tests of 
speech perception and sound localization. The speech 
perception testing takes place at the VA Outpatient Clinic 
in Martinez and involves 33-40 sessions, 2-4 hours each. 
The sound localization testing takes place at the Smith- 
Kettlewell Research Institute in San Francisco and 
involves 10 sessions, 2-3 hours each. The duration of the 
project is approximately 18 months.
